S en ate C om m ittee S u b stitu te for S.B. No. 281 w ill correct 
sto re losses. If you are su fferin g losses through shoplifting in 
y o u r store, this proposal is intended to h alt th e “w rongful ta k ­ 
ing” of m erch an d ise. 


H ere is th e proposal: 


S enate C om m ittee S u b stitu te For S enate Bill No. 281 


A N ACT 


R elating to th e d eten tio n of persons suspected of w rongfully 
tak in g m erch an d ise from a m ercantile estab lish m en t. 


Be it E nacted B y T he G e n eral A ssem bly O f T he S tate Of 
M issouri, As Follows: 


Section 1. As used in th is act: 


(1) “M erch an t” m ean s an y person w ho is engaged in th e 
business of selling goods, w a res and m erchandise in a m ercan ­ 
tile estab lish m en t. 


(2) “M ercantile e stab lish m en t” m eans an y m ercantile place 
of business in, a t, o r from w hich goods, w ares and m erchandise 
are sold, offered fo r sale o r delivered from and sold a t retail 
o r w holesale; 


(3) “M erch an d ise” m ean s all*goods, w ares, an d m erchandise 
offered for sale or d isp lay ed by a m erch an t; 


(4) “ W rongful tak in g ” includes larceny of m erchandise and 
any o th er w rongful ap p ro p riatio h of m erchandise.

Section 2. A ny m e rc h a n t, his agent o r em ployee, w ho has 
pro b ab le cause to believe th a t a person has w rongfully tak en 
o r is about to w ro n g fu lly ta k e m erchandise from a m ercantile 
establishm ent, m ay d etain such person in a reaso n ab le m an n er 
and for a reaso n ab le len g th of tim e for th e p urpose of in v esti­ 
gating the o w n ersh ip of such m erchandise. Such a detention 
shall not co n stitu te an a rre s t n o r shall it re n d e r th e m erch an t, 
his ag en t or em ployee, liab le to the person detained.

Silage Without A Silo: 
Again, as in other years, I see 
some winter cover crop growers 
getting 
ready 
to 
be 
confronted 
with two problems. 
The first is that the cover crops, 
such as rye, becam e so rank and 
woody by turning under time that 
the job of decay requires so much 
nitrogen 
for 
the 
decay-forming 
bacteria that the crops 
are rob­ 
bed of this im portant element. 
A second problem arises in the 
hot and usually dry 
weather of 
July and August, when many of 
those folks who had a surplus of 
: forage in the spring run short of 
pasture. 
Some corn

by 
clipping the small grain crops and 
storing as silage for later use. 
For the farm er who has no silo, 
I suggest a 
substitute that may 
be worth trying - at least it is an 
idea that some report having used 
with success. 


The substitute for the silo is to 
m erely 
stack 
the 
green forage 
like hay out-of-doors. 
It is then 
immediately covered 
with 
inex­ 
pensive polyethelene plastic which 
may be bought in large sheets. A 
shallow trench is dug around the 
stack in which the edges of the 
plastic are placed. 
The trenches 
are then refilled with dirt so that 
the stack of green forage has an 
air-tight covering. 
Mote that while I have said this 
is worth trying for the man who 
has no silo, I am sure that the silo 
is cheapest and best in the long- 
run. This plastic cover idea has 
hardly been used enough to de­ 
term ine just bow practical j t is. 


Killing Soil Insects: 
An increasing number of callers 
are asking questions 
about 
the 
use of soil insecticides to eradi­ 
cate such pests 
as 
wire-worm«, 
cutworms, and the Northern Corn 
Rootworms. 
Aldrin and heptachlor are 
two 
chemicals that can be depended 
upon to do a good job when proper­ 
ly used One method of applica­ 
tion is to broadcast enough of the 
m aterial after land is broken 
to 
provide 1* pounds of actual m a­ 
terial per acre and dish into the 
soil imm ediately. Perhaps a sec­ 
ond best methoch is to apply the 
m aterial in rows for row crops at 
the rate of 1 lb. per acre. The m a­ 
terials may be mixed in fertilizer 
and go on with fertilizer. 
Several of our 
callers 
wonder 
whether their particular situations 
will justify the cost and trouble of 
applying the insecticide. Certain­ 
ly' it is difficult to say in many cas­ 
es whether treatm ent would 
be 
profitable. 
1 would say that where corn is 
going on land that has a history of 
wire-worm or N orthern Corn root­ 
worm trouble, 
such 
insecticides 
should be used. Wire-worms 
do 
not travel fast from year to year 
but the Northern Corn Rootworm 
does. This type of rootworm is a 
new* pest for Mississippi County. 
Trouble spots last year were in 
the north end of the county and 
near Dorena. It is not possible to 
predict what they will do this sea­ 
son. but I fear that they will again 
appear where they did last year. 
Furtherm ore it is likely that last 
y ea r’s points of injury will become 
larger this year.

However, these 
athletes did it the hard way, and only a player of unusual talent 
can use such actions with any degree of success. 
The less upward and downward movement, the better chance 
you have to swing level, so you should practice keeping your foot 
close to the ground as you stride forward. You will notice in the 
illustrations that the swing doesn’t start until the forward move­ 
ment of the striding foot is completed. This shows the importance 
of a short stride in giving you a longer time to judge the flight 
of the pitch before you must decide whether to swing at it. 
Experienced coaches will advise you not to be a “guess hitter,” 
and this is very good advice, but many outstanding batters have 
aided themselves by learning what pitchers are likely to do in cer­ 
tain situations. For instance, Honus Wagner found it easier to 
get hits off a pitcher whose first pitch to him was a ball. Most 
pitchers would concentrate on getting the second pitch in the strike 
zone in order not to get too far behind in the ball and strike count, 
so Wagner would be prepared to swing at that pitch and often 
found it to his liking. The echo of bat meeting ball would produce 
another base hit for the Hall of Fame hero.

Senate Committee Substitute for S.B. No. 281 will correct 
store losses. If you are suffering losses through shoplifting in 
your store, this proposal is intended to halt the "wrongful ta k ­ 
ing” of merchandise. 


Here is the proposal: 


Senate Committee Substitute For Senate Bill No. 281 


AN ACT 


Relating to the detention of persons suspected of w rongfully 
taking m erchandise from a mercantile establishm ent. 


Be it Enacted By The General Assembly Of The State Of 
Missouri, As Follows: 


Section 1. As used in this act: 


(1) "Merchant” means any person who is engaged in the 
business of selling goods, wares and merchandise in a mercan­ 
tile establishment. 


(2) "M ercantile establishment" means any m ercantile place 
of business in, at, or from which goods, w ares and m erchandise 
are sold, offered for sale or delivered from and sold at retail 
or wholesale; 


(3) "M erchandise” means all goods, w ares, and m erchandise 
offered for sale or displayed by a m erchant; 


(4) "W rongful taking” includes larceny of m erchandise and 
any other w rongful appropriatioh of m erchandise. 


Section 2. Any merchant, his agent or employee, who has 
probable cause to believe that a person has w rongfully taken 
or is about to wrongfully take m erchandise from a m ercantile 
establishm ent, may detain such person in a reasonable m anner 
and for a reasonable length of time for the purpose of investi­ 
gating the ow nership of such m erchandise. Such a detention 
shall not constitute an arrest nor shall it render the m erchant, 
his agent or employee, liable to the person detained.

Here is the proposal: 


Senate Committee Substitute For Senate Bill No. 281 


AN ACT 


Relating to the detention of persons suspected of wrongfully 
taking merchandise from a mercantile establishment. 


Be it Enacted By The G eneral Assembly Of The State Of 
Missouri, As Follows: 


Section I. As used in this act: 


(1) “Merchant” means any person who is engaged in the 
business of selling goods, wares and merchandise in a mercan­ 
tile establishment. 


(2) “Mercantile establishm ent” means any mercantile place 
of business in, at, or from which goods, wares and merchandise 
are sold, offered for sale or delivered from and sold at retail 
or wholesale; 


(3) “Merchandise” means all‘goods, wares, and merchandise 
offered for sale or displayed by a merchant; 


(4) “Wrongful taking” include larceny of merchandise and 
any other wrongful appropriation of merchandise.

Section 2. Any m erchant, his agent or employee, who has 
probable cause to believe that a person has wrongfully taken 
or is about to wrongfully take merchandise from a mercantile 
establishment, may detain such person in a reasonable manner 
and for a reasonable length of time for the purpose of investi­ 
gating the ownership of such merchandise. Such a detention 
shall not constitute an arrest nor .shall it render the merchant, 
his agent or employee, liable t« the person detained.

Man, although far advanced in 
science, is still not mature in his 
understanding of world affairs and 
international relations. He 
prays 
for peace, teaches peace, 
and 
thinks he believes in and 
wants 
peace, but never finds it. He never 
finds it because he cannot subdue 
one emotion, anger. When a dis­ 
pute arises, he often forgets ar­ 
bitration and pulls the supports 
from under the Institutions he de­ 
signed to settle such disputes. His 
anger makes his actions no differ­ 
ent from those of the arm or clad 
medieval armies, but his great ad­ 
vancement in science makes the 
method of settling his anger much 
different. 
As long as things are going his 
way all is well, but let him meet 
ane reverse and he reverts to his 
old ways which he has never real­ 
ly cast off, only camouflaged. Men 
still think in term s of themselves 
and of their own countries alone 
when they must consider all peo­ 
ples and all nations to have world 
peace and Justice. If these two 
things are going to prevail and 
last, then man will no longer be 
to much the individual, but the in­ 
ternationalist; not the citizen of the 
United States. Russia or India, but 
an interest in promoting the wel­ 
fare of all peoples. This interna­ 
tionalization must result for indi­ 
viduality builds a wan around aa- 
lions and in a world of peace there 
can be no walls. 
If there is to be any peace there 
must be a guarantee of justice, or 
people will have to remain armed 
to inflict Justice and arm s are the 
destruction of peace.* Man 
mill 
have to be able to accept Justice 
as well as give it for if be rebels 
against it, be destroys the peace. 
In the future lf there is to be 
world peace and Justice, then man 
will have to learn to take as wen 
as give, to arbitrate instead of 
fight, and above aU. reduce the 
petty barriers that exist and cause 
differences that result in trouble.

He was brought 
to Stoddard county at the age of 
IO months, in a covered wagon, 
and has remained there ail of his 
life, never having lived at any 
time further than five miles from 
where his family originally set­ 
tled. He is one of ll children and 
only he and one sister, Mrs. Em­ 
ma Cooper of Cape Girardeau, 
survive. Mrs. Cooper was unable 
to be present for the anniversary 
due to ill health. 
Mr. Pry has 94 living descend­ 
ants, which includes seven chil­ 
dren, 39 grandchildren, 42 great 
grandchildren and six great, great 
grandchildren. His wife died in 
1931. 
Mr. Pry has been a very ac- 
live member in the Pentecostal 
church for the past 45 years. 
W ith the information concern­ 
ing Mr. Pry came some interest­ 
ing and treasured letters, written 
on Union stationery by Mr. Pry's 
father, a C ivil War veteran who 
fought all through the war with 
Regiment 58 under Colonel Carr, 
and who lived to be 91 years old, 
having died in 1928. The letters 
were written with a quill made 
from a turkey feather and one 
of the letters bore a map, show­ 
ing the battleground near Camp 
Silver Springs, 20 miles f r o m 
Nashville, Term.
